THE  NEW  York  Yankees  be-

ey Mantle  blast  two  tremendous 
home  runs  to  drive  across  four 
Yankee  tallies.  Mantle’s  first 
four  bagger,  a bases  empty  job 
in  the  first  inning,  cleared  the- 
centerfield  fence,  and  bounced 
off  a roof  across  the  street,  close 
to  500  feet  from  home  plate.  His 
second  clout  zoomed  over  the 
438  mark  in  centerfield,  and  was 
almost  as  long  as  his  first.
